A WORD TO THE SETTLERS. 


In view of the statements mndo by 


TUr.Huutington and the attorneys ot 
the Southern Vaciflc company, it up- 
pears to be necessary that a correct 
statement of the status ot llio case 
against a largo number or settlers upon 
government lands in this and other 
counties should be published for. the in- 
formation of the settlers and others who 
may be interested. 


The attorneys of the railroad company 


have been industriously circulating the 
report that the lands in question belong 
to the railroad company, having been 
fully nnd finally awarded to that corpor- 
ation. It is also stated on good author- 
ity that circulars arc being sent out to 
settlers offering to allow them to pur- 
chase at certain figures, and also stating 
or intimating that they must do so at 
once, as there arc other applicants who 
wish to purchase l:uul at the same price, 
etc. 
- The real facts in regard tb this matter 
are that these cases have not proceeded 
farther than that in certain of them the 
court overruled the demurrer of the de- 
fendants, holding that if the complaints 
were true in every part that they stated 
facts sufiicient to constitute a cause of 
action. The complaint in the action 
which was Jirgued and upon which the 
demurrer was derided is very different 
from what it is in a number of other 
eases, and much more favorable to the 
railroad company. 
There are many 


allegations of the complaint which lire 
denied by the defendants, ami which it 
is extremely doubtful if the plaintiff 
can prove. 


Not only is the above true, but Judge 


Ross has allowed amended demurrers to 
be filed in certain of tliu cases, and the 
whole matter is feet down fur rcargu- 
ment and reconsideration by him, and 
it is not at all improbable that upon the 
presentation of further authorities and 
other points not raised that he will ens- 
tain the demurrers to the complaints. It 
is further true that in order to give the 
circuit court jurisdiction the railroad 
company lias alleged in each complaint 
that the various tracts of land are of the 
sufficient value of $5000 to give that court 
jurisdiction, and it is altogether prob- 
able that upon a rehearing the court 
will be proven to lie without jurisdiction 
in the rases. 


If the railroad company were an or- 


dinary individual instead of a powerful 
corporation, its remarkable action in 
publishing broadcast the statement that 
the court has finally awarded these 
lannVto them, and generously offering 
to sell tho lands which do not, and 
probably never will belong to them, 
would be very likely to make 
it 


guilty of contempt of court. Whether 
this 
would bo the 
case 
or not, 


the fact should certainly be made pub- 
lic that tho railroad 
company 
is 


undertaking, by representations which 
are utterly false, to obtain money 
from 
these 
settlers, 
many 
of 


whom arc 
ignorant 
of 
tho 
true 


status of the case. Attorneys who have 
investigated the matter on behalf of the 
settlers are agreed that the equities in 
tho case and weight of authorities are 
with the claims of the settlers. 


As1 eastern exchange Bays that from a 


single Binall pOBtoffice in the Pennsyl- 
vania raining districts an average of two 
thousand dollars monthly is sent to 
Hungary by miners. The county -M 
Cambria Bends about $187,000 yearly to 
foreign countries—the savings of Hun- 
garian and other foreign miners. Tho 
great mining and manufacturing dis- 
tricts in Alleghany, Westmoreland and 
Fayutiu counties send still larger sums. 
Besides the Bums transmitted by mail 
and express, great ijuantitics of coined 
gold are carried back by foreign labor- 
ers returning to their old homes. 


In one way it is creditable on the part 


of foreign laborers that they are able 
to save so much from the product of 
their toil. But is the competition fair 
to the American worker? These Hun- 
garians and Poles rarely bring their 
families with them. They live herded 
together in rough boarding shanties. 
Their fare is not only coarse and cheap, 
but according to all American ideas, 
repulsive 
and 
unwholesome. They 


spend little in this country; they send 
and take all they iwssibly can away 
from it. The vast majority have no in- 
tention of becoming citizens of the 
"United States, and only dimly under- 
stand what citizenship means. 


What chance in the wage market is 


there, against competition of this sort, 
for the self-respecting American-born 
laborer who wishes to live decently, to 


• marry and bring up a family respecta- 


ble, to be a citizen -well educated enough 
to vote intelligently? We cannot ex- 
pect our workingmen to be of a higher 
standard of civilization than those of 
Hungary or Italy if we deliberately put 
them under the same conditions. The 
effect of this sort of labor in the east ii 
not 60 dissimilar to that of the Chinese 
in California that it should not serve to 
arouse eastern sentiment to something 
like an adeQuate understanding of the 
evils which arise from the presence in 
this country of an alien and degraded 
race like the Chinese. The plain fact is 
that time has come when not only the 
Chinese, hut other classes of ignorant, 
degraded 
and criminal immigration 


whose incomes tiro below $4000, whicli 
menus tho immense majority ol the 
American people, and it will ue produc- 
tive ot n large revenue. For the hitter 
reason it will wive tlie Democratic i'o»- 
grese greater liberty to deal with tlie 
tariff. 


Tho fnct that the income tux makes n 


non-protective tariff podsiblo is in itself 
n serioiia objection. No bettor mentis 
than a tariff on imported goods can bo 
devised for raising the revenues of the 
government, for it ie the only system by 
which foreign countries etui be induced 
to contribute to the national exchequer. 
While tho cost of foreign goods is in- 
creased to eoniD extent, it is nn ad- 
mitted fact that in order to hold the 
market against competition with do- 
mestic production that prices arc cut to 
the closest possible margin, and to that 
extent the foreigner himself pays the 
tariff. It is also a fact that the highest 
duties are levied on articles consumed 
by the wealthy classes, and in this re- 
spect the tariff serves the same purpose 
that an income tax does, and leaves no 
loophole for escape through the 
con- 


venient and beaten path of perjury. The 
consumers of foreign luxuries must pay 
such proportion of the increased cost 
imposed by the duty as the foreigner 
does not pay, and it is about the only 
lax which lie does not find the means of 
escaping. An iucouie tax might serve a 
useful purpose when a reasonable pro- 
tective tariff fails to afford a sufficient 
revenue, but it is not wanted to take the 
place of a tariff necessary to protect the 
industries of this country from disas- 
trous foreign competition. 


IT now appears that the Board of 


Supervisors are withholding the final 
payment on ttie court house job on the 
ground that the contract, or certain por- 
tions of it, is illegal, and consequently 
void, and not with a view to entering 
into an investigation of the diameter of 
the work. If this is the case the money 
may as well be piiid over. The taxpay- 
ers of Fresno county desire to know 
that they have received honest work for 
their monev, but if that paint is con- 
ceded thev will not approve of an at- 
tempt to repudiate the contract on a 
technicality. If the honesty of the 
work is not to be brought into question 
the contention may as well uud whure 
it is.

ceedings that would prove interesting to 
the court habitue. 


Up to the close of the court yesterday

jurors, who came there for tiie sole pur- 
pose of obtaining permission of the court 
,o consult her "husband with regard to 
iis business mutters, which now require 
,ier personal attention.

vhen the trial proper of. the cage shall 
jegiu witli the introduction of evidence 
and the inevitable accompaniment of 
oratorical pyrotechnics they will be 
there in numbers sullicient to stimulate 
rour wits and provoke your tongues to

Maupin's testimony referred to Kobin- 
son's wounds. 


Tho testimony of Obern confirms what 


many people suspected—that Robinson 
was an assumed name. What circum- 
stances induced the old man to hide his 
identity can only IMS conjectured. Kot a 
few believe ho has been guilty of other 
crimes. 


The jury brought in a verdict that 


Robinson had come to his death from a 
gunshot wound inflicted by an ollicer in 
the discharge of his duty, and exoner- 
ated the ollicer from all blame. Robin- 
eon's funeral will take place this after- 
noon.
